3 . Extension of laws to Tripura , Vindhya Pradesh and Manipur .- ( 1 ) The 
Aote and Ordinances specified in the Schedule to the Merged States (Laws) 
Aot , 1949 (LIX of 1949), are hereby extended to , and shall be in force in , the 
States of Tripura and Vindhya Pradesh , as they are generally in force in the 
territories to which they extend immediately before the commencement of this 
Act. 

(2 ) The Acts and Ordinances referred to in sub -section ( 1 ), other than those 
specified in the Schedulo to this Act , are hereby extended to , and shall be in 
force in , the State of Manipur as they are generally in force in the territories 
to which they extend immediately before the commencement of this Aot : 

Provided that the Indian Penal Code (Act XLV of 1860 ) in its application 
to the State of Manipur shall have effect as it - - 

(a ) in section 361 , for the word " eighteen ” the word " Afteer " had 
been substituted , and

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
Out of the 10 States specified in Purt of the First Schedule to the Consti 
tution , only three , namely , Ajmer , Coorg and Delhi, have been provided with 
easy rouns of legislation to meet local requirements . Article 242 of the Consti 
tution enables the Coorg Legislative Council to enact measures for that State , 
while the Ajmer -Merwara (Extension of Laws ) Act , 1947 , and section 7 of the 
Delhi Laws Act , 1912 , empower the Central Governinent to extend to Ajmer 
and Delhi, respectively , any enactment which is in force in any Part A State 
or y other part C Sinte . This lutter power his bcon frequently availed of in 
the past for extending to Delhi and Ajmer Provincial Acts , with modifications to 
suit loril conditions, thereby saving very considerable expenditure of time and 
]ubour in the Central Legislature . It is proposed liat the same powor should 
be ronferred on tho Contral Government i relation to the other seven Part 0 
States . 

The Morged States (Lưws) Act , 1949 , which came into force on 1st January , 
1950 , inter alia provided for the extension of all the more important Central 
Acts and Ordinances to four of the new Chief Commissioners Provinces (now 
" Part C States ), namely , Bhopal, Bil . spur , Himachal Pradesh and Kutch , 
Three more Chief Commissioners Provinces, namely , Manipur , Tripura and 
Vindhya Pradesh , subsequently came into existeuce on the 23rd January . 1950 
by virtue of the Stutes Merger (Chief Commissionlein Provinces ) Order , 1950 . 
It is necessary to oxtend the above mentioned Central Aots and Ordinances 
proprio vigore to these thrco Part C States , instead of relying on the correg 
ponding law , if any , which may have been in force in the corresponding Indian 
State at the time it was taken over by the Central Government or may subse 
quently have been applied by order under the Extra -Provincial Jurisdiction 
Aot . 

As regards Manipur which has large tribal areas, it is considered that the 
Civil and Criminnl Procedure Codes and certain othor Acts should not be 
brought into force immediately in the whole State , but should be applied later 
on with modifications for which power would be available under clause 2 of this 
Bill . The Indian Penal Code lias also to be slightly modified in its application 
to this Sinte in view of certain poculiar marriage customis prevailing there . 
The Bill is designed to give effect to the abovo proposals .

Bill No . 30 OF 1950 
A Bill further to amend the Foreign Exchange Regulation Act, 1947 . 
Be it enacted by Parliument as follows : 

1. Short title . This Act may be called the Foroign Exchange Regulation 
(Amendment ) Act, 1950 .

(8) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action taken in the 
exercise of any power conferred by or under the repealed law shall be deemed 
to have been done or taken in the cxercise of the powers conferred by or under 
the Foreign Exchange Regulation Act, 1947 , as amended by this Aot, as if 
that Act as so amended were in force on the date on which such thing was 
done or action was taken . 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
Section 18 of the Foreign Exchange Regulation Act, 1947 , is sought to be 
Amended so as to withdraw the preferential treatment accorded to United 
Kingdomn companias and individuals under this section . Such facilities are 
hot granted to companies or individuals of any other country , and these pro 
visions had to be mado in 1947 in favour of United Kingdom companies and 
Individuals , in view of Chapter III of Part V of the Government of India. Act , 
1985. as it then existed , which required that no discrimination should be made 
betwean Indian and United Kiugdom commercial interests . 
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Section 28 of the said Act gave trying magistrates power to impose fines 
up to Rs . 1 ,000 only for offonces in contravention of the gaid Aot. This punish 
ment is hardly deterrent and it is necessary to have this power to levy a fine 
extended without limit . 

This opportunity to amend the Bill is also ntilised to extend the Act to all 
Part B States except the State of Jammu and Kashmir .

Be it enacted by Parliament as follows: 

1 , Short title and extent.- - (1) This Act may be called the Displaced 
Persons ( Claiins) Act, 1950 . 

( 2) It extends to the whole of India except the State of Jammu and 
Kashmir .

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2 . Definitions. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, 

(a ) " clair " means the assertion of a right to the ownership of, or to

(i) any immovable property in West Pakistan which is situate 
within an urban area , or which , being situate elsewhere , either forms 
part of the assets of an industrial undertaking or consists of a building 
(including any other structure in immediate connection with the 
building without the occupation of which the building cannot be con 
veniently occupied and enjoyed ) the estimated cost of constructing 
which at the present prevailing rates is not less than Rs. 20 ,000 ; or 

(iv) any agricultural land in any part of West Pakistan other 
than West Punjab ; 

(b ) " displaced person " means any person who , on account of the 
setting up of the Dominions of India and Pakistan , or on account of civil 
disturbances or the fcar of such disturbances in any area now forming 
part of Pakistan , has, after the 1st day of March , 1947 left , or been dio . 
placed from , his place of residence in cuch area and who has been 
subsequently residing in India ind inoludes any person who is resident in 
any place in India and who for that reason is unable or has been made 
unable to manago , supervise or control any immovable property belonging 
to him in Pakistan ; 

(c ) prescribed " means prescribed by rules marle under this Act ; 

(d ) “ urban area " means any area within the limits of a corporation , 
a municipality , a municipal coinmittee , a notified area committee , & 
town area , a small town committee om & cantonment, Bus thosc limite 
existed on the 15th day of August, 1947; 

(e) “ West Pakistan " menng the territories of Pakistan excluding the 
Province of East Bengal. 

3 . Appointment of Registering Oficers , etc .- - ( 1 ) The Central Government 
may , by notification in the Official Gazette , appoint 28 many Registering 
Officers as may be necessary for the purpong of registering claims and every 
Registering Officer shall exerciso his functions in such area or areas as many 
be specified in the notification .

Temporary vacancies in office of district Judge. -- In the event of the 
death of a district judge or of his being provented from performing his duties by 
illness or othor Couso or of his ubyeenco from the civil district on leave, tho additional

These Ordi 
nonces will cease to be operative on the 25th July, 1950 and it is therefore 
necessary What thoy should be replaced by an Act of Parliament . 

The Ordinance rolating lu Vindhya Pradesh provided for the constitution 
of the Judicial Commissioners Court only . Provision is included in the Bill 
for the constitution of subordinate courts 1150 in Vindhya Pradesh .

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
Before the Government of India Act, 1935 , came into force , the Provincial 
Governments as they wero then called ) had the power to define how much 
of A tidal water should be deemed to be an inland water for the purposes of 
the Inland Steam -vegsels Act , 1917 . But with the inclusion of " Shipping and 
navigation on tidal waters in the federa ] List in the Government of India 
Act , 1995 , the Provincial Govorncuents ceased to exercise any such powors by 
reason of a consequontial adaptation made in soction 70 of the Act. Tbo 
adaptation , however, did not substitute any other authority for the Provincial 
Government , and the present Bill seeks to vest the power in the Central 
Government.
